Point values for dry beans, peas, 
and lentils and for dehydrated 
soups, which were added to 
processed food rationing Saturday, 
were announced by the Office of 


Price Administration yesterday. 


At the same time, rationing of- 
ficials explained that extreme short- 
ages of the newly added food group, 
together with the suddenness of its 
addition to the rationed items makes 
it impossible to increase the per 
person ration allowance of 48 points 


per consumer for March. 


The point values for the ad- 
ditional items in the processed food 


program are as follows:

16 oz—16 points. The per pound 
average for these items is 16 points.
